REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Office Action dated May 6 P 2003 from the patent case, the 
Examiner: (1) objected to unclear language in claim 5; (2) rejected claims 1-6 as 
obvious in view of the "Advanced Configuration and Power Interface 
Specification" included in Applicants* Invention Disclosure Statement; and 
(3) allowed claims 7-16. Applicants cancel the rejected claims 1-6 to secure 
prompt issuance of the allowed claims. 

Applicants filed this continuation application to prosecute the rejected 
claims. With this Preliminary Amendment, Applicants cancel claims 7-16. 
Further, Applicants amend claims 1 , 3, 4, and 5. No claims have been added. 
Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and allowance of the currently 
pending claims. 
Claim Objections 

Claim 5 has been amended to change the phrase "before said closing" to 
"before said closing the power switch for at least a pre-determined time," which is 
supported by the language of claim 3. 
The § 103 Rejections 

Claim 1 was amended to include the phrase, "restoring original CMOS 
parameters in the computer upon pressing the power button to turn on the 
computer if said pressing the power button for a predetermined time delay while 
the computer is performing a power-on self test previously occurred." The 
Advanced Configuration and Power Interface Specification does not teach or 
suggest this limitation. For at least this reason. Applicants submit that 
independent claim 1 and its dependent claim 2 should be allowed. 

Claim 3 was amended to include the phrase, "replacing present CMOS 
parameters of the CMOS memory with backup CMOS parameters in response to 
said closing the power switch, opening the power switch, and momentarily closing 
the power switch." Claim 4 was amended to change the phrase "closing action" 
to "closing the power switch for at least a predetermined time." The Advanced 
Configuration and Power Interface Specification does not teach or suggest the 
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above-crted limitation of claim 3. For at least this reason, Applicants submit that 
independent claim 3 and its dependent claims 4-6 should be allowed. 
Conclusions 

In the course of the foregoing discussions, Applicants may have at times 
referred to claim limitations in shorthand fashion, or may have focused on a 
particular claim element. This discussion should not be interpreted to mean that 
the other limitations can be ignored or dismissed. The claims must be viewed as 
a whole, and each limitation of the claims must be considered when determining 
the patentability of the claims. Moreover, it should be understood that there may 
be other distinctions between the claims and the prior art which have yet to be 
raised, but which may be raised in the future.
